GETS NEW BOILER 

A new boiler Is to be Installed In 
the horticulture greenhouse at the 
University agricultural farm, It was 
announced Thursday. The work, 
which will cost approximately $600, 
will be finished within the next 
two weeks. 

The boiler was already In the 
_ nirnnlnn of tne University, and 
when an inspection of the old boil- 
er showed it to be In a state beyond 
repair, the new boiler was prepared 
for Installation. It will be regu- 
lated by a stoker taken from the 
stock pavilion. The new boiler Is 
large enough to heat two green- 
houses the size of the present one, 
and, in case of expansion of the 
greenhouse, will prove quite ade- 
quate to

Superior Line Gives Red Ele- 
phants 1 1-0 Win as BIr 
Blue Makes Valiant 
Stand

A superior Alabama eleven 
over-powered a fiKhtintf tfanp 
of Kentucky Wildcat* by a 
score of 1 J to 0 Saturday af- 
ternoon oil Stoll Kield. A 
homecoming crowd of 18.000 
fans saw the "Red Elephants" 
score two touchdowns and two 
extra points in th" second 
half to defeat their traditional 
rivals for the fourteenth consecu- 
tive time 

In the first half. Alabama s Crim- 
son Tide, 2 to 1 favorites, penetra 
ted time and again deep into Ken- 
tucky territory only to be repulsed 
by the snarling 'Cats. Four times 
Chet Wynne's boys held the unde 
feated Crimson eleven while in the 
shadows of their own goal posts. 

As expected, it was the difference 
In the two lines that finally de- 
cided the game. The Alabama line 
constantly out-charged the heavy 
Kentucky line throughout the 
game. The Wildcat eleven never 
had a chance to unleash Its offen- 
sive during the first half. Their 
own 33-yard line was as far as they 
were able to advance during this 
opening period. Three times. Bob 
Dalvs was forced to punt from be- 
hind his own goal line. 

Deadlock at Half 

When the half ended with the 
teams deadlocked in a scoreless tie. 
the hopes of Kentucky fans were 
flying high. They, for the first time 
in years, sensed a great upset. With 
the start of the second half, these 
hopes were rudely dashed. Ken- 
tucky kicked off to start the third 
quarter, and Frank Thomas' boys 
did not relinquish the ball until 
Joe Riley, 150-pound track star, 
had dashed through Kentucky's left 
tackle for 26 yards and a touch- 
down Kilgrow s place kick of the 
extra point was good.

Threat Falls 

This gave Kentucky a first down 
on Alabama's 8-yard line. On the 
next play, Hodge was thrown for a 
loss on an attempted reverse. John- 
son then hit tackle for three yards. 
Davis was held to a one yard gain. 
On fourth down. Johnson smashed 
into the Bama line but the ball 
came to rest a foot from the goal 
line.

DEMOCRACY AT THE CROSSROADS 

High in the heaven* are signs thai nations 
which have been faithful to liberty and scien- 
tific spirit have made better headway through 
the chaos of depression than those who have sur- 
rendered theii thinking and litedom into dic- 
tatorial hands. 

Fascists and Coinniunistu dictatorships have 
treated tyrannies not only over the body but 
over the mind - the real test of tryanny - one 
in the name of proletarian freedom, the other 
in the name of racial solidarity and power. We 
do not believe that these reactions toward bar- 
barism which are sweeping the world can be or 
will be permanent. 

The most hopeful sign for the |>i estivation of 
Democracy in America today is the faith that 
i lie ticoplc aic placing in the fundamental [Mul- 
tiples of civil, economic and political liberty. 
This movement is not strictly confined to Amei- 
itan soil. Men and women everywhere are now 
in a position of authority with respect to the 
formation and guidance of public opinion, and 
through it, to the control of the conduct and 
policies of government. 

Democratic principles ate being challenged 
and flouted, not onh in Russia, in Ceimany, in 
Italy, in Austria, in Spain and elsewhere, but 
here in the United Stales. Is this admitting a 
weakness in the Democratic form ol govern- 
ment? 

Like an) lonu of government ouiside of Uto- 
pia, we believe that Democracy is by no means 
perfect. One of its outstanding laulis is its con- 
nection with capitalism. As we scan the scene, 
we see Democracy and capitalism laiing well to 
gether or going downhill togethei. Kar from 
l>eing deadly enemies, they have I common 
cause. 

Soviet Russia has been most outspoken in 
telling capitalism where it "gets off," and So- 
viet Russia is the place with the least trace of 
Democracy. Italy and Germany have ex|>eii- 
mented with a modified capitalism and have 
lound it necessary to modify demon at y almost 
out of recognition. The lact that capitalism 
lias been synonymous with Democrat \ is then, 
a weakness within the system. 

Soon it will be necessary to decide wheihei we 
shall restore a truly democratic stale ol the 
original sort or go on to the torpoiativt . io 
talitarian state, oi to slate socialism 

The foundations of the oiiginal demon. im 
slate rest on the abolition ol privilege, the equal- 
ity of opportunity, and the utilization ol ability 
The ideal democracy would be one emulating 
these lundaniental principles with the Chus- 
ti.m ideals ol the fatherhood of God, the biotli 
cihood of man. and the infinite value of every 
human soul in the eyes of God. We cannot 
ho|K' to achieve such perfection, but we can 
hope to achieve a Demociacy of the sort that out 
foiefathers dreamed of; the extending of the 
tights of "life, liberty, ami tin pin suit of happi 
ness" to the masses of the people. 

The United Slates will mOtmi in checking 
the using tidw ol ilu tluttnms which, while 
criticizing the <lc moti.iiit nisi Millions on ac- 
(oinii ol ilu ii alleged wcakiuss. are not likely 
i<> insult sound |xilitital stability. The neces- 
sity we have fated foi t meigciu y ineasuies to 
bring the world ma ol tin tlt pussion is not 
likclv to doom the "era of Democratic lule." 
Democracy, at the ciossio.id <<l ns eaieer, will 
survive. It is the only logical answer to the 
pioblems that the world is fating today.

< ollege students air latetl aftei comment r 
mrnl with oilers ol |xisition loi whith thev have 
not been trained, and which could be as tapablv 
tilled by any uneducated man ot woman In 
die lields of government ami publit scivim . 
iv lict r the need is foi outstanding, edmaied, and 
intelligent young men and women, sut h Mu 
dents find that most ol the doois ate tlosetl to 
them due to politn.il pattonage. voiebuying. 
and party favoritism. 

In the past few veais. jobs in the Civil Scivicc 
Ii.ivi increased bv the hundreds of thousands, 
and there should he an increasingly latge pro- 
|>ortion of oflites o|>enetl to named students, 
who have s|>c< iali/ed in theii fields, and have 
demonstrated then ability by theit work in 
their icspcitivc universities. Insteatt we find 
these offices tilled by men and women whose 
only qualification consists of being in lavor 
with their pattv. The result is inefficiency in 
government, and the waste of millions of dol 
lars. 

Feeling the need ol placing as many govern- 
ment jobs as possible on the basis ol merit, the 
National Civil Service Reform league. I MM 
partisan and non-profit making organization 
fountled in 1881, has proposed the twenty-second 
amendent to the Constitution, which states that 
"Ap|M>intsmcnts and promotions in the civil 
services of the United States shall be made ac- 
cording to merit and fitness, to be ascertained, 
so fat as practicable, by examination, whith, so 
far as practicable, shall be competitive. 

Every candidate lor Congress has been asked 
by the League to commit himself on the amend 
ment, in principle, either for or against. 1 lit 
members of the League, described as a publu 
spirited group, comprised largely ol young men 
and women who have schooled during the boon 
days; who have struggled through the depres- 
sion. . .determined to win America away Irom 
the spoilsmen" are now working to enlist the 
interest of American people everywhere, be- 
lieving that potentially it is the "greatest con- 
structive influence on American youth today." 

Those of us who face graduation must recog 
nize the importance of this amendment as it will 
affect our chances for accomplishing successful 
work in the field of public service. Merit, we 
believe, should replace the spoils system. Ca- 
reers in government should be open to those 
most capable of fulfilling them. Willi, the 
adoption of the twenty-second amendment we 
will see greater prestige in those careers, and 
huge sums will be saved from graft and bM 
inefficient spending by those officials who have 
received their appointments for no other reason 
than that they arc -members of a victorious patty. 

The ultimate success of the League depends 
upon the strength of numbers. We who arc to 
be affected most by the amendment it is pio- 
posing should be among the first to contribute 
to its support, among the first to offer our active 
interest in its program and workings.
